DOES THE SEA-SERPENT EXIST? 
Stories of a prehistoric “ sea monster“ 
have come from the shores of Loch Ness, 
in Scotland, where residents of the shores 
of the loch insist they have seen such a 
monster. 
Recently , a big game hunter, reports 
that he has found a definite spoor of a 
huge amphibian in the region, which he 
judg es to be “ a very powerful softfooted 
animal about twenty feet long .” 
The 
tracks found indicated pads or feet about 
eight inches across and 
have 
evidence 
that the animal had attempted to climb 
a grave! bank. 
A retired naval officer, who published 
a book in 1930 on the sea serpent tradi­ 
tion, investigated the story in Scotland 
and after examining more than fifty wit­ 
nesses, 
wa s convinced 
that Loch 
Ness 
contains at least “ one specimen of the 
la rest and least-knowm of all living crea­ 
tures.” 
Commander Gould concludes from the 
stories of ey e-witnesses that the monster 
has a length of at least fifty feet or so, 
with a maximum diameter of about five 
feet. 
He admits that wiien he started 
his investigation his attitude w^as one ot 
pity for the “ honest but misg uided” per­ 
sons who thought 
they 
had 
seen the 
strange 
creature. 
The 
conclusion 
fur- 
therest from his mind w'as that he would 
find evidence that a sea-creature w'hose 
existence the vast majority of educated 
persons do not believe, w'as in the fresh 
water loch. 
The story is interesting because people 
iievei' cease to wonder about things they 
know' nothing about- 
It has a lwa y s been 
a legend that the sea-serpent lived and 
wonderful are the stories of the sea and 
its serpent. Some people tend to the be­ 
lief that such creatures may exist at vast 
depths ill the ocean, and the idea is up­ 
held by the story of a submarine crew, 
which told, upon returning to Germany , 
after a wartime trip, of seeing a huge 
creature throwui into the air by the ex ­ 
plosion of a sinking ship.

Most of all is the lesson that material 
accomplishments are bound to fade, that 
these achiev ements of men and women 
the incmiseiiuential in the grip ot eterni- 
t c and that what most of us strive to se­ 
cure has been ^ecuied by millions, n o w 
dead and forgotten.
